Very Suilileuly at ills l)au;;hter'e 
lUnise in Scuttle. 

On Chriatmas ciciiing the many 
friend.i of Col. Robert .). .Stevens, U..S. 
Consul at Victoria, were surprised, as 
well us .saddened by the receipt of the 
news of Ilia aiuldeii death ut Seattle, 
whither he had gone to spend Cliri.st- 
mas with bis daughter. The aud intelli- 
gence drat reached the public iu the 
form of a C<ii.o.s kst special from .Seattle, 
which was poatod on Canipbeira corner 
during the evenhig, and: Wliioh' read as 
follows: — 

Sn.vrri.K, Dec. '.',1.— Col, Robt. J, Sleven.s, 
II. S. Consul 111 Victoria, died siiildeiilv al 
tlic house of lii-s son-in-law. Capt. J. A. ilat 
lield. in this (-ity. al l.WI o'clock Ibis aflcr- 
noon. Consul sii-vens arrived in Seattle, 
arconipaiiicd liy bis wife, lust iilglil, to 
s|iiiiid Christnins with their ilauglitcr's 
family, ,\l oniMi'elock Hits afternoon the 
Ctdoni.'l was in oxccllenl siilril.s, nnd was 
assi.sting the fa iiilly ill iirejiarliig a Clirist- 
nria lice fur tliu children, and while so 
eiigngud he suddenly fell to the lloor uncon- 
scious. Pbyscians vyoro hastily summoa- 
od, but betoro: Uiey icoold arrive Colonel 
Stevens was dead. 

No further particulars of the Coii.su I'a 
death were received yesterday, and it is 
supposed that heart disease, which, 
hiiweviir, no one knew the Colonel to he 
ulllicted with, was the cause of hi,'i 
death.

Robert ,1. .Stevens was born in New- 
port, R. L, in I8'2-1, bis family being 
one of tho oklest in the atute. A stauncli 
Kejnililicaii iu politics he curly ruse to 
piisitiona of trust, reapotisihility, aii.l 
lioiior under the ( Jovoinuiuiit of the 
Uiiiteil .States. When tlie great civil 
war opened, he Wiis .Superintendent of 
the Mint al .San Francisco, which iin- 
|)iirtant p<isitioii he resignod to enter 
the army, as [laynnister, receiving bis 
military title of Colonel from tlmt up- 
pointnieiit. 

On the clo.se uf the war. Col. .Stevens 
for ten years noted as chief secret;iry of 
the congressional coiiiniittce on uppro- 
priutioiis; the most iinjiortiiiit position 
ofgtbe kind in connection with the w ork 
of the America 11 congress. 

.Sulwe(|ueiitly he acted as Ainerioan 
euiisul at Cyprus; ami live years ago he 
was appointed under l're,sideiit Ai tliiir's 
{iilininiati-utioii to the coiisiiliitu of Vic 
toriii; to succeed Consul Pruncia, who 
went to St, Thomas, Ont., vrliere he 
died about a yeur later. 

In the discharge of his oiHoial duties. 
Col. Steveus.was always found hy those 
who cnine in contact with liini, a capu- 
Ilie. honorable .lid courteous mail, 
worthy of the respect o{ all. 
His many estimable, (jualitios en- 
deared liiiii to very many in Victoria

Col. .Stevens was jniirriril in .S.ui l''i'iii- 
cisco ill 18."i-l to Caroline, accoiiii dnugh- 
ter of Col, llaker, who fell nt the lira.l 
of his rcgiiUKiil at the lilody battle of 
ilall's iUiiir, ill Isiil. His cliildreu are 
Kohei t IC, .Stevens and Mrs, J. A. Hat- 
liehl, both uf .Seattle. 

Col. .Stevens' only living si.ster, Miss 
.luliiina iStevcns, is living in -Massacliii- 
setts, mid bis father and iiintlionlici! .sev- 
eral year.s ago, Mrs. .Marshal Hopkins, 
of .Seattle, ia the mily sister of ,'^lrH, 
MoheiL .1. .StevcuH, and .Mr. Alfred 
llaker, who is enipioyed iu tlie custom 
lioiise ill .San (runcisco, is her only 
brolher. 

The deceased gentleman left Vio- 
toria for Seattle by the Bteaiiialiip 
tjuteii of tho Piicitic on Tuesdiiy, in- 
tending to spend ChrlHtnuus <lay with 
Ilia faniily in tKat city and then go tu 
Vmicouvor on some olilcial huHiucsa.

It ia announced in Rome that Sigiior 
Crispi has completed a aclieme designed 
to improve the financial condition of 
Rome, aud at tho same tinio relieve the 
suH'orings of thoiisaiida of workiiignicn 
by providing tlieiii with work. Tho 
premier's scheme contemplates the al- 
most immediate bogimiiug of extensive 
public works, from uiany of which the 
city will derive u largo revenue, ami 
parliament will be at once asked for the 
authority and money necessary to the 
accomplishment of the object in view. 

ANXIOUS yOB SNOVi'f 

Great uneasiness prevails throughout 
the agricultural district of Southern 
Russia owing to the fact that the 
ground, which is ordinarily covered by 
three or four feet of snow at this season 
of the year, is entirely bare, while the. 
temperature is even lower than usual. 
Ill these circunistaneea it is feared that 
tho winter crops of cereals will be de- 
stroyed by the blighting frosts, leaving 
tho inhabitants confronted by almost • 
certain want and disease next year. 

SWEPT ILSPElt THE ICE. 

While a number uf men and women 
were skating on the river at Wordeii, 
Rhenish Prussia, to-day, tho ico gave 
way and several of the skaters were 
precipitated into the waters. Hun- 
dreds of persons rushed to the assist- 
ance of the unfortunates, but three of 
the men were swept under the ice and 
Irownod. 

AUTHOR AND JOITKNAI.IST DEAD. 

C. Charles Muckay, L.L.D., the well- 
known author and^joumalist, is dead, 
aged 76 years. 

TUB IMFLUitkisA^iKPIDEMIO. 

The cpideihio'xeien's and rages in Pa- 
ris. Reports from Berlin are to the ef- 
fect that there is no ubatemeiit of the 
evil there.

sailors and civilians, who were joined 
by a number of militia oliicors, and par- 
aded the street s in defiance of the ordin- 
ary pidice and military force. An aug- 
nieiilod force of troops was brought 
against tho rebels, and a serioiii light 
ensued, which lasted until the morning 
of December 20th, when the revolt was 
supprcasud and tho rebels dispcraed. 
.Many of those who took an active part 
in the rising were subsequently ar- 
rested.

tjir George Budeu-Powell's letter to 
the London Times commenting on Mr. 
Staveljr Hill's comniuuicatiun to the 
same paper is not a very important cun- 
triliution to tho literature of the Behi iug 
Sea question. Ue lualiea a weak apulugy 
for tho Goverument's dilatoriueaa or 
apathy, but he admits that nothing haa 
yet been done, lie infornia liia rouduis 
that the Jioln-ing mcu ilispuli! wiia one 
uutniated to Mr. C'liaiMlfcrlain'rt t'onnnis- 
aion, "akhuugli ioi- .-ipuijilii; reasuii.s il 
waa not proceeded witli at \Vaaliingt<i]i. ' 
What those "speoiiio -reasons" were he 
does not say. VVe presunie tliat they 
were neither atroiigtM- nor weaker Hum 
thoae whieh liave liati fcn-ce enoiigli to 
induce the Uriti.sh ( ! (ivciniiR'nt to .sub- 
mit to tho inanlts ullcroil t<j the Hag (jf 
the nation in that aeu without making 
any protest,' whidi, as fur as civu be 
seen, has been ia the slightest degree 
effective. Sir George reniinda ua that 
"we have been told from time to time of 
nogotiationa in progress, " and he liaa no 
donlit that "wlien tlio next instahncnt 
of olliuial correapondeuce ia puhliahed 
we ahall find much strong and probably 
vigorous language in the diplomatic re- 
cord." ".Strong" and "vigorous" lan- 
guage that edecta notldng is worse than 
silence. The Government that ia 
not prepared to follow up ita 
strong and vigorous language by 
acts correapoudiugljr ,8trong{, and 
vigorous does not command the respect 
of the nation to which the atrong and 
vigoroua langiiage is addres-sed. It is 
beaidea very cold comfort to lluisc who 
have been nnjnstly despoiled of llieir 
property, and who ure suU'ering for the 
wanli.of^what has .been taken from them, 
to beinformed that strong and vigor- 
ous language has been used in their be- 
half. All know that fair words butter 
no parsnips, noithur does atrong and 
vigoroua language restore .stolen prop- 
erty. As the Uritisli (iovernnicnl is 
convinced that its anbjecta have been 
deprived of their properly in ISehring's 
Sea by the ( ■'overninent of the United 
States wrongfully, and if it is satislieil 
witli merely using strong and vigorous 
language, why does il nol indenmify 
the men who have been wronged, and 
then go on -with tha negotiations " in as 
leisurely a manner as it sees fit? Life 
is too short and their necessities are too 
pressing for the sealers to wait patiently 
while eaay-going diploniats wlio them- 
selves have lost nothing, are negotiating 
and using atrong and perhaps vigorous 
language. . y pjplp^tists evldontlyiilutve 
no imagination. They do not realize 
that men may be suffering for the want 
of the property about which they an 
cvcrlaatinyly pow-wowing wilhoutuiean 
ing anything in particular. 'I'hcre may 
bo specitic reasons U>i- deferring the set- 
tlement of the Beiu ing'a.Seaiiuestion but 
it will be very hard, indeed, to make 
the British Columbia sealers, who are 
suffering from the illegaland unjustifiable 
acta of the LJnite^.vStates Gqvernnieiit, 
believe thai thoso SpeoiBo reasons arc 
good reasons. 

Sir George ISaden-Powcll in his letter 
makes this very singular assertion : 
"But the Canadian sealers commence 
sealing in December and seal continu- 
ously from then till August." It is 
very hard, indeed, to understand how 
any intelligent man who looked into the 
matter at all could make such a mis- 
take as this.

Tho spn.of Osman .Effendt Tliallf, Vakeel 
of tho .province, enteited the divan of 
tho rebels soorefcly at night and copied 
tho lotter, which wss ufterwurJi trKiia- 
itiittod to Em in who translated it. Tho 
first paragraplx of this le tter ir, very 
liirercnt indeed from a western diplo- 
matic document. It is, in fact, a abort 
sermon on tho mutability of human af- 
fairs and tho sovereignty of God, As 
it ia a curiosity iii its way we roprodiieo 
it. Here it ia : 

"After creuUng you, I would remind 
you that tlio world is a bouae of ehauge 
and decay, und everything in it must 
one day perish; Dothing iu it is of value 
to tho true servant of God except that 
which is for his aood in lils fiitnirs life. 
If Uod'wisbea to ue kind to hia servant, 
ile humbles him and blesses all he docH, 
uiid God is the blessing in everything, 
und no ' word nor action proceeds from 
Htm which does not show His Iniiinte 
compassion. God is the Master of all 
His creatures; in His hands are the keys 
of all thini(s; there is. Dothing beyond 
Ilia power in the Heavens or in the 
earth. He sees all things within and 
without, and all tilings, good und evil, 
are in His hands. The King gives 
Hill gifts to wboinaoever Hu pleases, 
'lo saya, 'Ito' and il in so." 
This does not sound like the langungo 
f a bloodthirsty barbarian, who has 
under his command murderous hordes 
■eady to commit any crime at hi» bid- 
ling. Omar .Seluli ia at groat pains to 
convince ICiniii Paaba that the Malnli is 
ifled with more than mertal [xiwerund 
that he ia invincible. Ho saya that 
ho writes to Emin because lie is intelli- 
gent and understands good advice, and 
ijci'unse he was kind to his pe<iplo and 
loved justice. Thia is bow lie tries to 
.■onvincc Kmin i)f the giealiioss of llie 
Malnli. He writes ; 

"W'e licIiJUi,' to (lod'.s army and fol- 
low His 'iVord only ; with imr army is 
ilic victory ami we follow tho liiiiian ;

His true heliuvurs their .suiila and pos- 
.essions with His Woril, and I'ariulise 
.jelongs to tbc'in. If they arc killed, 
hey are killed iia an offering to (iod, 
ind if tliey kill, they kill iu His cause, 
i.s it is written in the Old Teataiiiont 
md in tho Koran.' ... In tlie 
.iionth of l-iaiiiiidan, r2!)8, God revualed 
liie e.'cpectcd Mahdi and made liiia .sit 
m Ilia footstool, und girded him with 
the sword of victory. Uc told hiai that 
.vhoaoever was hia enemy waa unfaithful 
to God and His rmijliet and aliouhl snf- 
ler in this world and in the next, and 
.lis chihlron and good.s ahould become 
ihe prey of true Moslems, and he, the 
.Mahdi, should be victorious over all his 
foes, though they were imniherless as 
t he aand o? the desert ; and whosoever 
diould disbl^y.liim should be punished 
oy God.'f 

Here we have the secret of tlic 
.Vlahdi's wonderful succes.s. He makes 
.^reat preteniiioiis. He ia the (lod-aeut 
deliverer, Llie inviiioihle one. WTiouver 
fidlowa him and tiglita for him obeys 
the Divine ooromand,. . and i.will be re- 
warded both in this world and the world 
to come. The aidunt and uncultured 
children of the desert da not ask for 
proofs of the truth of hisassertioiis. The 
turn of their minds i.s not scientific, 
riioy believe wliut the Mabdi saya of 
itiinself and of his inission, and they 
dock to his standard. Tliey believe 
that the war ia a holy war, ami that 
success, aa far as each iiidividnal war 
I'ior is concerned, ia aasnreil wiiother Iu 
falls in liiLttlo or wliether inj sinvives 
it is thia faith which caused them to 
perform suoli protligi^. of .yalor. iu the 
\varof;tbe Soudan. It enabled them to 
iineeV vrhat all, ."could Bee was certain 
'death without blenching. Tho Itritiah 
.soldiers wondered !it the stuhhorn valor 
if these undisciplined men. Tliey did 
not know that tlio nion who madly 
rushed upon their bayonata and made 
charge after charge on the solid sfjuares 
in- vain, believed thafc; thoy were doing 
the work of Heaven and tliat those who 
fell were more to ho enyied than thoae 
who survived. 

lint there Wiia no ullusion iu tliis let- 
ter to Eniiu Pasha of unsuccessful at 
tacka or of defeats. It was made to ap- 
[lear that the war in which, the. follow- 
ers of the Mahdi had been engaged' was 
ii succession of viotories. No army 
could stand before tlieni. Tlio diffei unt 
gonerala they defeated are named and 
the fate of their iniuics told in a few 
terse sentenues. TliLs ia the style of 
the narattve: 



has failed. He ia master of Africa from 
the ctpiator to the coniiucs of Egypt. 
Aby;.8iuia has not come under his dom- 
inion, but that country is not in a posi- 
tion to offer him any cli'iiotivc reaiat- 
iiuco. How long tho faith w' t'.uAraba 
in Ilia invincibility will last i ia liard 
lo say. But it is probable that it was 
never so strong as it is at this moment.
